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FCC HALTS PAPER FILINGS TEMPORARILY 
(Taken from the ARRL LETTER) 


Recently announced changes in how the FCC's Gettysburg office is receiving 
and handling mail have effectively halted processing of Amateur Radio vanity 
call sign applications. The ARRL has learned that the FCC has processed 
vanity applications received through October 14 and that vanity applications 
received after that date remain on hold for the time being. 


"We understand that mail directed to the FCC Gettysburg office beginning 
October 15 was being held pending the start of special handling precautions 
to address any biohazard contamination concerns," said ARRL VEC Manager 
Bart Jahnke, W9JJ. On a positive note, Jahnke said, the FCC is tracking the 
receipt date for each piece of mail. 


Because the FCC gives equal priority to paper and electronic vanity applica- 
tions, Jahnke explained, all vanity processing was being suspended until the 
mail situation is resolved. Citing a need for heightened security measures, the 
FCC announced November 14 that it had moved the Gettysburg office's mail- 
room offsite, to the rear entrance of 35 York St, Gettysburg, PA 17325. 


The FCC did not announce, however, that mail received at Gettysburg starting 
October 15 had not yet been opened, pending arrangements to handle it without 
the possibility of endangering personnel. Jahnke said vanity processing should 
resume once the FCC begins to open its mail backlog. Just when that might hap- 
pen is not yet known. Vanity processing typically takes 18 days. 


The Gettysburg office is where the Wireless Telecommunications Bureau proc- 
esses Amateur Radio applications and issues licenses. It's also where Special 
Counsel for Amateur Radio Enforcement Riley Hollingsworth has his office. 


Jahnke said the mailroom situation also could affect some Amateur Radio re- 
newals. He said amateurs who filed timely renewal applications may continue to 
operate beyond a license's expiration date, if the mail delays cause the license to 
lapse before the renewal occurs. "For persons filing for renewal near the end of 
their two-year grace period, their applications will be accepted for processing if 
they arrive at FCC before the grace period expires." 


The FCC said the US Postal Service will continue to accept and will divert all 
mail addressed to 1270 Fairfield Road, Gettysburg--the office's physical loca- 
tion--to the off-site mailroom. Until November 30, the FCC itself will divert 
overnight courier deliveries for 1270 Fairfield Road to the off-site mailroom.

Vice Director Election Results Announced in Three ARRL Divisions 
NEWINGTON, CT, Nov 16, 2001--Ballots were counted today at ARRL Headquarters in con- 
tested races for vice director in three ARRL divisions for the 2002-2005 term. The Committee of 
Tellers has certified the results of these contested elections. 
In the Pacific Division incumbent Vice Director Bob Vallio, W6RGG, of Castro Valley, Cali- 

fornia--a retiree--garnered 1924 votes to beat back a challenge from physician Gerald pres 

D. Griffin, K6MD, of Pacific Grove, California. Griffin polled 1225 votes. A ham since 1952, 

Vallio, 65, was SM and, previously, Section Communications Manager of the East Bay Section 

and is completing his second year as Pacific Division Vice Director. He serves on the ARRL 

Board's Membership Services Committee. Vallio is an ARRL Life Member and an active con- 

tester and DXer. 

In the Southeastern Division, Georgia SM and retired TV traffic coordinator Nelson E. "Sandy" Dona- 

hue, W4RU, of Atlanta, Georgia, outpolled West Central Florida Assistant Section Manager and computer 
programmer-analyst Paul J. Toth, NA4AR, of Seminole, Florida, 2783 to 2305. They were 
# contending for the seat being vacated by Vice Director Evelyn Gauzens, W4WYR, who de- 
cided not to seek a new term after 22 years of service. An ARRL Life Member and a frequent 
hamfest and convention attendee, Donahue, 56, is in his third term as Georgia SM and has 
“been an Assistant Director since the mid-1980s. He's been a ham for more than 40 years. 

In the Southwestern Division, San Diego Section Manager and train operator Tuck Miller, NZ6T, of Na- 
tional City, California, defeated electrical engineer Edward J. "Ned" Stearns, AA7A, of 
Scottsdale, Arizona. The vote was 2485 to 2208. Miller thus gains the vice director's posi- 
tion being vacated by Art Goddard, W6XD, who ran unopposed for director upon the re- 
tirement of Fried Heyn, WA6WZO, who's served as director since 1984. A ham since 
1991, Miller, 48, has served as San Diego SM since 1998 and is active in the Amateur Ra- 
dio Emergency Service. He was voted the Southwestern Division's Volunteer of the Year in 1994, Miller is 
an ARRL Life Member. 

In addition to Goddard, those unopposed for directors' seats were incumbents Jim Maxwell, W6CF, in 
the Pacific Division; Walt Stinson, WOCP, in the Rocky Mountain Division, Frank Butler, W4RH, in the 
Southeastern Division and Coy Day, N5OK, in the West Gulf Division. 

Vice directors’ positions who went unchallenged in this election cycle were incumbents Warren G. "Rev" 
Morton, WS7W, in the Rocky Mountain Division; and David Woolweaver, KSRAV, in the West Gulf Di- 
vision. 

All unopposed candidates were declared elected. New terms for all successful candidates begin at noon

dio Association (PIARA) as an International Amateur Radio Union member-society. 
. Ducie is located east of Pitcairn Island, perhaps best known among hams as the home of Tom Christian, 
VP6TC, who's PIARA president and head of the Ducie DXpedition team. 

PIARA filed its application for IARU membership last March, and the matter went to a world-wide vote 
of IARU member-societies in June. Votes were counted November 15, and PIARA's application was ap- 
proved for admission effective November 16, 2001. Under DXCC rules, an entity that hosts an IARU soci- 
ety is considered a "political entity." Pitcairn Islands--including Pitcairn, Henderson, Ducie and Oeno is- 
lands) is an overseas territory of the United Kingdom. 

Mills emphasized that only contacts dated November 16, 2001, and later will count for DXCC.
